THE STATE OF New HAMPSHIRE.

To the Inhabitants of the Town of Salem, in the County of 
Rockingham, in said State, qualified to vote in town 
affairs: 

You are hereby notified to meet at the town house, in 
said town, on Tuesday, the eleventh day of March next, at 
six-thirty of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the 
following subjects:

The contagious diseases reported to the health officer 
during the year were: measles, chicken pox, tuberculosis, 
scarlet fever and diphtheria. 

There was but one case of scarlet fever and two of diph- 
theria and one death from the latter disease. 

There were 49 deaths from all causes, including two 
accidental and one suicide. | 

During the year a hospital has been opened at Stillwater, 
known as the Methuen General Hospital, five of the above 
deaths occurred at this hospital. 

In view of the fact that a number of cases of small pox 
have appeared in different parts of the state during the past 
few months, I wish to call attention to the fact that the 
laws of the state require all children to be vaccinated 
before attending school. The parents of children who have 
not been vaccinated are requested to attend to the matter 
at once.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF 
SCHOOLS TO THE SCHOOL BOARD. 


To the School Board of Salem: 
GENTLEMEN: 


I submit herewith my first annual school report and with 
it the reports of the School Nurse and Supervisor of Music. 

The attention of the public is called to the results of an 
educational survey made with the use of Monroe standard- 
ized tests in Arithmetic and Reading. 

In reading the score is expressed in terms of the number 
of correct responses which were made on the average by 
the grade as a whole. The standards of the test are de- 
rived from the use of the tests throughout the United 
States, largely in cities. The test, therefore, enables a com- 
parison to be made between results in Salem schools and 
representative schools elsewhere. 

The results in Arithmetic are to be interpreted in a similar 
manner. 

The lack of space prevents the publication of the entire 
results of the tests. Schools of the three types in Salem 
are used. Number Six, a four room building, Number 1, 
a two room building and Number 4 a one room school, are 
included in the list. Three-fifths of the school population 
attend these schools.

The above table should be read as follows: (First Line) 
At Number 6 School in Grade III the children averaged a 
score of 12 and the standard score for this particular test is 
10, thus surpassing the standard by 2. In reading the 
grade averaged a comprehension of 4.5 and the standard 
score 1s 4, thus surpassing it by .5 of a point. 

During the fall term (1923) a thorough survey was made 
by the use of the Stanford Achievement Tests and the 
results of the test are given below. 

In this test the results and the standards in each subject 
are stated in terms of the age achievement of a normal child. 
The standards were set by the results obtained in a number 
of California cities.

The table should be read as follows: (see first row of 
figures): Grade III of Number 6 School achieved in arith- 
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metic a standing equal to that of an average child 110 
months old (9 years and 2 months). The standard for the 
grade in this subject is that achievement of a normal child 
96 months old (8 years). Thus in reading this grade sur- 
passed the standard by 14 months, a standard two months 
above the fourth grade. Read any score in the same way. 


Hicu ScuHoou. 


A serious need for a high school exists in Salem and it is 
more acute than last year. While there were 85 pupils 
registered in high school in 1922 there were only 59 in 1923. 
The number available for high school in the eighth grade 
was larger in 1923 than in 1922. Out of a class of 34 in 
1922, 25 pupils entered high school. Out of a class of 35 
in 1923 eighteen entered but four of these left school within 
three weeks. The conditions which exist now are not highly 
conducive to pupils’ entering high school, as will be seen 
from these figures. 

The following table drawn from the report of the Com- 
missioner of Education of New Hampshire is of interest in 
this connection. The Commissioner’s figures are as follows: 

Out of every 100 pupils who enter the first grade in 1923, 
93 complete the 6th grade; 76 complete the 8th grade; 58 
enter high school; 39 graduate from high school; 11 enter 
college. 

It will be seen from this that in New Hampshire 58 of 
every 76 who complete the 8th grade enter high school. 
This means that in the state as a whole that 76% of pupils 
who graduate from an eighth grade enter high school. Of 
every 76 who complete the eighth grade 39 graduate from 
high school or 51%. About 60% of the pupils who graduate 
from Salem grammar schools enter high school. This is 
16% less than the average for the state. Of those who 
graduate from the 8th grade in Salem about one third or 
33% graduate from high school. This is 18 % less than the 
average for the state. Are the children of Salem having an 
educational opportunity equal to that of the average group 
of children in New Hampshire? 
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STATE WIDE TESTS. 


During November uniform state wide tests were given 


in New Hampshire. A test in arithmetic used in Spring- ’ 


field, Mass. in 1846 was used. The participants in Spring- 
field averaged an age of fifteen years and six months and 
they obtained an average of 29.65% in the test. In Salem 
the test was taken by eighth grade pupils averaging an age 
of thirteen years and eleven months and the average ob- 
tained was 34%. <A test was also given in spelling consist- 
ing of words whose inherent difficulty was approximately 
the same as those in the Springfield tests. Salem pupils 
made an average of 67% as against an average of approxi- 
mately 45% by Springfield pupils. The eighth grade at 
Number 6 school made an average of 73%. ) !

Parents should earnestly strive to have their children in 
school daily and on time. One per cent increase in attend- 
ance means several per cent increase in efficiency of the 
schools. 

It is also possible to increase the efficiency of the schools 
by attendance on so-called legal holidays. In New Hamp- 
shire these are legal only in the sense that commercial paper 
does not mature on these days. Our schools observe these 
days by fitting programs. Will not your children get more 
from the day’s observance at school than outside? Of 


EE EE a 
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course those days which are celebrated nationally should 
be holidays, such as for example Thanksgiving and Memo- 
rial days. Possibly Armistice Day should be added. On 
other so-called holidays I believe that schools should be in 
session and observe appropriate programs. 


ScHOOL Costs. 


The elementary schools of Salem cost $10,650.66 during 
the school year 1922-1923. Since the total enrollment was 
496 pupils the per capita cost amounts to $41.64. This is. 
approximately $1.15 per week. The per capita cost in 
most towns in the state is considerably higher.

PRESENT CONDITIONS. 


When school opened September, 1923 more than 200 
children presented themselves at Number 6 school. Three 
of the four rooms there enrolled more than fifty each. It 
was necessary, therefore, to divide the children and estab- 
lish a two session plan. Grades IJ, III, and VIII attend 
morning sessions. Grades I, IV and VII attend the after- 
noon session. Four hours is allotted to each session, one 
hour less than the standard school day required by the 
State Board of Education. Grades V and VI, being a 
smaller combination attend all day. All children referred 
to fall within the Number 6 district. 

In addition the two room building at Salem Center was 
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overcrowded. It was necessary to remove the seventh and 
eighth grades from this school, or to divert those being trans- 
ported from Number 2 district. The question seemed to be 
then, whether Number 5 school should be opened and these 
children carried there or whether the seventh and eighth 
grades should be transported to the Depot school. Opening 
Number 5 school would involve an expense of approxi- 
mately $1,000 for the year and give a school less efficient. 
Transporting the seventh and eighth grades to the Depot 
would bring an expense under $200 and leave all children 
in well administered schools where more efficient teaching 
was possible. By adopting this plan the School Board 
has been able to save $800 also. 

Similar crowded conditions prevailed at Number 9 
School and it was necessary to transport twelve pupils to 
Number 8 s¢hool. Number 9 school still has an enrollment 
of approximately 30 pupils. 

Number 7 school took on a new lease of life and enrolled 
33 at opening. | 

Number 3 school was filled to capacity and it became 
necessary to request the School Board of Atkinson to trans- 
fer certain of their pupils, who had been attending there by 
reason of its proximity to their homes. 

Herewith follow the reports of the School Nurse and of 
the Supervisor of Music. 

In closing I wish to express my appreciation for the sup- 
port which the school board and teachers have given me.

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REPORT OF MUSIC INSTRUCTOR 


To the Superintendent and School Board of Salem, N. H.: 

I herewith present my seventh annual report as super- 
visor of music in the Salem schools. 

The Supervisor of Music visits the schools in town once 
a week, the outside schools once in every two weeks to 
give lessons and plan the work in general. The grade 
teachers carry on the work and if they show sympathetic 
interest, the children are encouraged to make their best 
efforts. A large percentage of the success of the work in 
music is due to the constant helpfulness of the teachers. 
Most of the children do creditable work in musie. 

The Hollis Dann Music Course is being used at the 
Center, Depot and Number 8 schools. First Studies in 
Sight Singing, a book for primary grades by Hollis Dann, is 
being used in the lower grades at Number 3, 4, 7 and 9 
schools, while in the upper grades the songs in the Congdon 
Music Reader prove asource of delight for all whostudy them. 

Each year, as we hope, the course of study worked out in 
connection with the text book and other devices, brings us, 
as a group of schools, nearer to the aims which we have in 
mind in this work. These aims are: 

First, to have the pupils study vocal music as a language, 
understanding how to read and sing it accurately; 

Second, to develop as completely as possible the natural 
ability of each child to sing tunefully and to help those who 
lack this ability to acquire it; 


Third, to educate the pupils’ taste in music so that the 


appeal and the cultural value of all good music shall be 
real and effective in their lives. 

Your supervisor has made approximately four hundred 
visits during the past school year. Every visit is made a 
pleasure by the fine spirit of the teachers and children. 
Again I wish to thank these teachers for their loyal support. 

In conclusion I want to thank the superintendent and 
school committee for their help in making my work a success.
